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_ THE MINISTER AND HIS SUBJECTS

Since the minister is a messenger 


‘and he gets his message from the 


gospel of Christ, and since we have al- 
ready agreed that the minister’s most 
important duty is to preach the gos- 
pel or deliver the message, we feel 


safe in saying that the gospel contains 
all of the subjects of preaching and 
the minister is bound to exhibit noth- 
ing as a part of the gospel but what 
the Scriptures contain. The gospel con- 
tains whatever it expresses or implies 
but it contains nothing more, and the 
preacher cannot legally add any- 
thing more as a part of the gospel. In 
examining the Scriptures he is bound 
to give to them that sense which the 
words convey and the current of the 
context demands and the circum- 
stances under which they were uttered 
point out. Beyond this the minister 
dare not go lest he add to the WORD 
of God and find himself a liar. The 
sense which the text and context con- 
vey and demand he cannot afford to 
change for one which he conceives 
will better suit and support some idea, 
system, doctrine or view of his own 
or the sect or organization to which 
he belongs. 
MINISTERS STAY ON THE SAFE 
SIDE 


A minister cannot sately conceal or 
slur over any portion of the Scrip- 
tures without proving untrue to his 
trust for falsehood is as easily produc- 
ed and supported by the concealing of 
truth as it is by the utterance of de 
ceit. So, dear minister, when you come 
to a passage that crosses your view or 
that you cannot harmonize your doc- 
trine with, don’t slur it, don’t ignore 
it, don’t wrest it from its proper set- 
ting, but study it. Paul said that it 
was profitable. 2 Tim. 3:16, All scrip- 
ture is given by inspiration of Goa, 
and is profitable for doctrine, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction 
in righteousness. What is its pur- 
pose? V. 17, THAT THE MAN OF 
GOD MAY BE PERFECT, THROUGH- 
LY FURNISHED UNTO EVERY 
GOOD WORK. Yes, seek to under- 
stand it for it may be the key to other 
important, knotty problems. It cer- 
tainly is a part of the whole and with- 
out it the gospel would not be com- 
plete. Bear in mind and please remem- 
ber that ALL scripture is profitable 
and any part of it ignored or mis- 
construed places you in bad light. Sup- 
pose that messenger boy was to knock 
at your door some dark night. You 
would arise knowing that something 
important must be on or he would not 
be out at that late hour, especially dur- 
a storm. You would say to the boy, 
Please read and explain the message. 
He would look at the message and 
read some and leave some out, and 
just rearrange the message to his own 
liking. You know what the result 
would be? The messenger would soon 
find that he had lost favor with the 
company, and the one who received 
the message failed to get the true mes- 
sage, what he did get was mixed with 
error, so there was no profit. One rea- 
son why many messages are without 
weight and prove unprofitable today 
is because the minister either slurs 
over, ignores, or conceals some part O1 
the gospel. 

BEWARE OF DARLING POINTS 

Since all scripture is given by in- 
spiration of God and is profitable the 
minister should have no pet themes 
or views. If he entertains such views 
or themes, he will naturally search the 
scriptures thinking and hoping that 
he will find a declaration that will 
support his views and sustain him in 
defending his pet point. Then when he 
fails to find some plain declaration. he 
hunts for passages that come nearest 
to his views and seeks a_ definition 
from the Greek or Hebrew and possi- 
bly Webster. He labors diligently and 
spends much valuable time trying to 
support his darling point or the view 


that is in question. He assigns to the. 


scripture a meaning that satisfies him 
whether he can harmonize the mean- 
ing he has given with the balance of 
the Scriptures or not. The result is he 
will attribute them the implications 
which he wishes to find. This process 
is wrong and very dangerous to both 
the minister and to the listener. Every 
man, and particular every minister, is 
bound to take up the Bible with both 
desire and intention not to find in it 
something to support and defend his 
pet views but to learn just what it 
actually supports and defends. and to 
conform both his views and his likes 
to its declarations. In this way he may 
humbly hope to discern the deepest 


meaning of the truth and profit there- 





by. In the other he may be assured 
that he will become the unfortunate 
victim of error. We as ministers must 
not study to show ourselves approved 
unto ourselves but unto God and our 
whole soul ought to be yielded to the 
dictates of the scriptures and to hum- 
bly receive whatever God has spoken. 
At the same time this is not an easy 
thing to do. The difficulty of practic- 
ing is greater than the spells of resolv- 
ing. 
ALL SCRIPTURE 

Since ALL scripture is profitable, 
ALL must be preached, and surely the 
full gospel is sufficient for all of the 
copy that the minister needs. It mat- 
ters not what the congregation may 
need, that need can be found in the 
gospel. All scripture, says Paul, is 
given by inspiration of God, and if I 
were allowed to express my opinion, 
I would say that to preach all the 
truth the preacher must be as_ the 
scripture, INSPIRED OF GOD. All is 
exactly right, supremely wise and ab- 
solutely true. The end of all is that 
the man of God may be perfect, 
throughly furnished to every good 
work. With these reasons before ua 
what preacher can efford to conceal 
or ignore any part of the gospel? 

Some ministers insist on preaching 
on the moral duties of men, those

Now we do 
not expect the Lord to save us and let 
us go along on flowery beds of ease, 
but every Christian has a battle to 
fight. James 4:1, “From whence come 
wars and fightings among you? come 
they not hence, even of your lusts that 
war in your members?”

To fight all of these battles we need 
the Christian armour which Paul tells 
us about in Eph.

First, we want the breastplate 
of righteousness. A breastplate is for 
protection of the body, to protect it 
from bullets, swords and injuries caus- 
ed by the old devil. We need it because 
it is our righteousness, standing before 
us, and will proteet us spiritually, and 
our influence. We also need the shield 
of faith which is a broad piece of de- 
fensive armour carried on the arm or 
by the hand te protect the body. Our 
shield of faith stands before us and if 
it is strong enough we can do any- 
thing, can whip the largest number of 
devils that ever lived without being 
injured, We want the helmet of salva- 
tion. Once I saw a boy who went to 
the war. When he returned he was 
telling and showing the boys his hel- 
met. While looking at it I discovered 
a scar. He told us that a bullet had hit 
it and glanced. No doubt if he hadn’t 
had on the helmet it would have pierc- 
ed through his head and killed him. 
So it is with us Christians, we need 
the helmet to protect us from every 
fiery dart of the devil. And we want 
our feet shod with the preparation of 
the gospel. Now this doesn’t mean to: 
have on certain kind of shoes, but 1s 
one part of the spiritual armour that: 
the soldiers of Jesus Christ have to 
wear. Also we want the sword which 
is the Word of God. We would not 
think of going out all armed up to 
meet our Opponent without the sword. 
Hebrews says the Word is sharper 
than any two edged sword. Now we 
are getting to where we can accom- 
plish something for the Lord. We re- 
member David’s armor in battle with 
the giants. We notice Israel stood on 
one hill and the enemy on the other, 
and one warrior, Goliath, a soldier 
from his youth, kept coming out and 
challenging the people of God to come 
and fight him but no one in Israel felt 
able to meet him, until little David 
heard about it. It stirred him up to 
see the enemy running over the peo- 
ple of God. He remembered the time 
when he slew the bear and lion by 
the help of God. He said, “By the help 
of the Lord God that I serve I will 
meet him.” Saul offered him his armor 
but it would not fit. I can almost see 
him go out and carefully select five 
smooth stones and with his sling and 
the help of the Lord he slew the giant. 
Remember he had on the Christian 
armor. 

Let’s notice the results of a success- 
ful warfare. Paul won a crown and so 
will we. 2 Tim. 4:7, 8. “I have fought 
a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith: Hence- 
forth there is laid up for me a crown 
of righteousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me at that 
day: and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his appearing.” 
When this life is over if we have kept 
the faith we will win a crown of right- 
eousness and we will be rewarded with 
eternal life.

other CRIPTURES A PATTERN 

Tue scriptures are a perfect pat- 
tern of the time, care and pains which 
the preacher is to bestow on his sub- 
jects. Under ordinary circumstances, 
that on which they lay the most stress 
should claim his attention and shape 
his sermon. Notice, I said, Under or- 


dinary circumstances. I will agree 
there are pt culiar occasions and 
occurrences which demand pecu- 


liar attention. Such cases will find 
scripture to take care of them. The 
ministers are required to earnestly 
contend for the faith and Paul says 
he is set for a defense of the gospel. 
They are required to defend any and 
all scriptures that are questioned and 
to oppose error. In this manner the 
prophets spake, in this manner the 
apostles preacnea, in this manner 
Christ preached. The prophets, the 
apostles, and even Christ directed 
their preaching to the occasion which 
gave them birth, this is the plain dic- 
tate of common reason, and every wise 
and faithful minister can safely fol- 
low their example. 

The abuse of tongues at Corinth was 
the occasion for Paul writing the four- 
teenth chapter of Ist Cor. The pervert- 
ing of the gospel and the returning to 
the works of the law was the occasion 
for the book o7 Galatians. So with your 
preaching, as oecasion demands the 
Holy Ghost will direct you in prepar- 
ing your sermon and arranging your 
subject. The Bible is written in a man- 
ner perfectly fitted to produce the 
best effect on man. Therefore, the 
preacher who follows this example 
may reasonably expect it to take effect 
and produce results even in this har@ 
day. On the other hand he ought to 
take one night off for the express pur- 
pose of rebuking himself for departing 
from the perfect pattern. In vain will 
he plead that some other manner Or 
mode will be better for his hearers. 
In vain will he think himself wise 
above that which is written. God who 
knows the nature of man, God who 





understands the nature of methods, 


God who understands the nature of 
doctrines, God who understands the 
nature of doctrines, God who under- 
stands the nature of teachings has in 
His divine wisdom decided that the 
gospel and the gospel alone is saving 
in its nature and He has written in 
the gospel of Christ the teachings and 
doctrines that which is best suited to 
the destruction of the satanic nature, 
to the implanting of the divine na 
ture and the control of the human na- 
ture. The preacher who departs from 
the full gospel, substituting his opin- 
ions, will eventually find that he is 
unwise and unhappy. I say full gos- 
pel because Paul said it was profit- 
able for doctrine, for reproof, for in- 
struction in righteousness. The term 
“full gospel” is used because the gos- 
pel is full and it will fill every man 
full that will receive its doctrines, 
take its reproof, and heed its instruc- 
tions. My brother, sister minister, if 
you are to preach doctrine, preach the 
doctrine of the gospel. If occasion 
arises that reproof is needed, use the 
Scriptures. Should you be called upon 
to instruct, get your instructions from 
the Scriptures. Doctrine means prin- 
ciples of belief. So in preaching doc- 
trine remember that the Scriptures 
contain all of the principles of the 
Christian faith and anything short of 
scriptural faith or belief will not 
profit man. On the other hand scrip- 
tural faith pleases God and justifies 
man. Then it is that man can say, 
Godliness with contentment is profit- 
able. 

Reproof means rebuke or censure. In 
reproving remember that there can be 
no greater rebuke and no censuring is 
so cutting as the Scriptures. Instruc- 
tion means teaching or informing. The 
Scriptures furnish the only complete 
system of teachings on how to get 
right, how to walk right, how to stay 
right; they teach all that will aid one 
in righteous living; they show up 
those things that will hinder right- 
eousness. When the whole Bible is 
preached, received, obeyed, you will 
find that it will drive out error, ban- 
ish darkness, tear off gelf-righteous- 
ness, stamp pride into atoms, choke 
tattling to death, expose and depose 
Phariseecial spirits, break up clicks, 
drive out covetousness, put a stop to 
grumbling, crucify the old man of sin, 
purge out the leaven of malice, sedl- 
tion, strife, other works and lusts of 
the flesh, and will bring our thought 
life up to the standard of holiness, 
‘produce loyalty, give strength to walk 
with God, open understanding, clear 
up vision, encourage prayer, generate 
song, perpetuate praise, give the full- 
ness of joy, solve every problem, give 
hope that lifts, power to sermon, and 
melody to song, makes service to both 
God and man a delightsome task, sac- 
rifice a pleasure, labor sweet, toil a 
delight; it will comfort the sorrowing, 
cheer the faint, relieve the distressed, 
give sunshine to the gloomy, lift the 
fallen, feed the hungry, protect the 
aged, provide for the orphan, in fact, 
be all that Paul said it would be, THE 
POWER OF GOD UNTO SALVATION, 
TO EVERY ONE THAT BELIEVETH. 

Arise every minister in the Church 
of God, let us not shun to declare the 
whole counsel of God. Prepare your- 
selves, study the Word, be ready to 
give an answer for the hope within 
you, to the law and to the testimony, 
if they speak not according to this 
Word, it is because there is no light 
in them. Isa. 8:20. In saying this of 
the law Isaiah included every part of 
the law. When Jesus said, Go preach 
the gospel to every creature, He meant 
every word of it for each and every 
word is a part of the whole, therefore, 
the minister should and must be led 
by the Spirit of the Author. If He saw 
fit to inspire men to write it for the 
salvation of men, He will by the same 
Spirit and for the same end inspire 
the ministry of this age to preach it. 
And in preaching it he will know that 
every word is important for it con 
tains all of the subjects of preaching 
and it takes it all to complete all of 
the subjects of preaching. The minis- 
ter who searches it will find that ev- 
ery sentence is true, is perfect, and is 
just as important as they are true. 
And he who follows it will be wise, 
satisfied and happy in his ealling.

I’m praising the Lord this morning 
for His temporal, as well as spiritual 
blessings of life.

I notice that in most of the stu 
dents’ testimonies they are thankful 
for the advantages of our school. Pos- 
sibly you would like to know what @ 
few of them are. 

The most noticeable thing is: If 
there is some talent lying dormant 
within your personality that would 
be of benefit to others, you have 4 
splendid opportunity to awake it ano 
adapt it to the purpose that God gave 
it. For instance, take preaching. Quite 
often the student-body is entertained 
by some of our overseers and ministers 
from the field. Quite unconsciously we 
note the different gestures, pauses, 
and traits of delivery while speaking. 
This is especially advantageous to us 
as we learn that each one has a differ- 
ent method of delivery and speech. 
Then we realize that the power of 
speaking does not lie in the swelling 
words and tactics that the speaker has 
acquired from some great man but in 
the sheer spirit, originality and sin- 
cerity of his own personality. The les- 
son is learned, then, to “not be some- 
one else, but be yourself, and your best 
self.” 

Another very important thing to 
know is the doctrine and teachings of 
the Church of God. Countless members 
of churches do not know anything 
about their church, only that they be- 
long to it. They are very loyal to an 
organization that they could not intel- 
ligently explain the principles of. Ev- 
ery member of the Church of God 
should know the full doctrine of it and 
in all his efforts be animated with a 
sense of loyalty to it because he knows 
and understands its teachings. There 
is no reason why any student who has 
completed the course offered by our 
school should not have a good knowl- 
edge of our church teachings. 

Then in our systematic study of the 
harmony of the four Gospels, we get 








ministry of our Lord. One day we take 
up the parallel accounts of the “Call 
of Matthew.” We see Matthew sitting 
at the receipt of custom on the shores 
of Galilee, probably taxing the various 
returns that the fishermen have gain- 
ed for their day’s labor.

No doubt the sincerity and effort that 
the publican put into his work espe- 
cially attracted Jesus and was later 
responsible for his being chosen as 
one of the Twelve. We compare the 
three accounts of this incident, relat- 
ed in Matt. 9:9; Mark 2:14; and Luke 
5:27. In this manner, after studying 
the important incidents of our Lord’s 
ministry, event after event in order, 
we have a clear systematic under- 
standing of the different circuits made 
during His ministry from His appar- 
ent headquarters, Capernaum. 

Again, in our Teacher Training les- 
sons we learn the origin of the differ- 
ent institutions that have served as a 
meeting place between God and man 
since the altar and the various ways 
in which God dealt with His people. 
Combining this study with Bible Atlas, 
we are able to have an almost minute 
picture of the geography and history 
of the Old Testament world, and that 
most turbulent of all nations, Pales- 
tine, to the present time. 

The musical advantages are indeed 
an enticement and drawing card for 
the B. T. S. The school is very fortu- 
nate in securing the services of Prof. 
Otis L. McCoy in this department. The 
result of his labors is already very 
noticeable. 

And last, but foremost, is the advan- 
tage of the good spiritual atmosphere 
that predominates. I thank the Lord 
for our good superintendent and his 
assistants. I would that every member 
of the Church of God might pay us a 
visit and witness the outpouring of 
God’s Spirit in our little schoolroom.
